T lie Duluth Convention Nominates 
the St. Cloud Candidate on 
the First Ballot. 
The republican congressional con­ 
vention for the aixth district which 
met in Dulnth on Tuesday nominated 
J udge D. B. Searle, of S t Cloud, on 
the first ballot, the vote standing 142 
to 74 for H. C. Kendall. 
Wm. E. Lee, of Todd county, was 
elected chairman and O. L. Cutter, of 
Anoka, and A. G. Bernard, of Grand 
Rapids, secretaries. In fonr comities 
there were contesting delegations and 
the committee on credentials decided 
in favor of the Kondall delegations 
from Cass and Beltrami counties and 
the Searle delegations from Mille 
Lacs and Aitkin. 
The convention was a most spirited 
one from beginning to end, although 
from the first it was clearly proven 
that the Searle forces were largely in 
the lead, and their sacccess only a 
matter of time. 
While many republicans in this part 
of the district desired to see Mr. Ken­ 
dall receive the nomination and were 
zealous in their work for him, the 
fight will not enter into the election. 
Many reports were sent to ths daily 
papers of St. Panl and Minneapolis 
accrediting certain assertions to Crow 
Wing and St. Louis county men which 
were never uttered, and to show how 
they feel at Duluth the following tele­ 
gram from that place to the Pioneer 
Press is published: 
The at most harmony now prevails 
among the republican leaders here. 
To-night Hon. C. Kendall, C. A- 
Towne, G. G. Hartley, O. P. Kenney, 
Joseph Seliwood and other leaders 
visited J udge Searle and pledged 
their hearty support to him in the cam­ 
paign. They were auxioui to overoome 
any seeming doubt whioh mi a; ht re­ 
main regarding their stand at the con­ 
vention and the earnestness 
which 
they worked for a St. Louis oounty 
candidate for congress. At present 
it would seem that no candidate 
could take up the fight with better 
prospects of success next November 
against any man whom the demeorats 
c:m put in the field. 
Crow Wing county republicans will 
be found in lino and will give the 
nominee their hearty support and de­ 
spite the predictions, from democratic 
sources, J udge Searle will be elected 
to congress from this district in No­ 
vember. 


If Mayor D’Antremont can be re­ 
lied upon he will not be the demo­ 
cratic candidate for congress from

Senator Kellar is more 
of a probability. 


T he official n otification of the nom 
ination of 
C lev elan d and Stevenson 
has been tendered them. The noti­ 
fication of their election will be de­ 
layed for many year« . 


Tin democratic statesmen in Brain­ 
erd are gloating over the newspaper 
reports from the Duluth convention 
and already see their man seated in 
congress. 
It is in order to warn them 
not to rely too much on republican 
votes as this is the year when repub­ 
licans will vote the republican ticket 
and don't you forget it. 


J udg e S e arl e has been successful 
in his efforts and was nominated for 
congress by the sixth district repub­ 
licans in convention at Duluth on 
Tuesday. 
While a contest like the 
one just ended always leaves its ear­ 
marks there is nothing to warrant the 
suggestion that the nominee will not 
receive the undivided support of the 
party in the entire district. J udge 
Searle will bo the first congressman 
from this, the new sixth, district. 


T h e prohibitionists of the Seventh 
district have nominated Fred. 
L. 
Hampson, of Ada, for congress and if 
their chance of electing him was as 
good a one as their selection has been 
Mr. Hampson would stand a very 
good show of going to congress. 
He

THE QUESTION OF PLAGIARISM. 


B o 
G em a of T h ou gh t, It A ppear« , 
M ay 
S tolen If P u t in N ew S ettin g» . 
No one lias ever lieen able to de­ 
fine what plagiarism is, and there­ 
fore It is unlikely that there should 
be any general agreement as to what 
makes a man liable to such a chargf*. 
The question is perpetually recurring 
in other fields of literature as well as 
in homiletics, and no one has laid 
down any scientific principle of sufli 
dent clearness to decide all disputes 
It cannot lie that a man who is in 
debted to another fur an idea is 
guilty of theft if he adapts it for his 
own purpose.-» ; for, if such an appro­ 
priation be fraud, nearly all modern 
writers have committed uiqairdoQ- 
able sins against the ancients. 
They may not have known every­ 
thing “ down in J udee.’’ but the range 
of literary and speculative ideas was 
remarkably extensive in Greece, and 
if we are going to judge those of our 
writers - to confine ourselves only to 
our own nationality—who have owed 
inspiration to Athens, we shall have 
to condemn a good many illustrious 
names. 
Chaucer, Fpenser, Shake­ 
speare. Milton, Dryden, Pope—whose 
withers will be unwrung? A short 
time ago a critic took occasion to 
draw up a list of instances in which 
the poet 
laureate had 
adopted 
thoughts and expressions from his 
predecessors. It was wholly a work 
of supererogation, for Lord Tenny­ 
son would lie the first to admit the 
debt which he, in common with 
other poets, owes to Homer and Vir­ 
gil. Classical phrases 
are taken 
wholesale, as every student knows, 
witness such lines as “ This way and 
that diriding the swift mind,” and 
“ She could not draw the quiet night 
into her blood” —the last a capital in­ 
stance, for it assimilates and im­ 
proves upon the original. 
It is not freshness of thought 
alone, but also freshness of treat­ 
ment, which gives an author the 
right to call his work original If 
we take the supreme instance of 
Shakespeare we see at once that the 
real question in many cases of this 
kind is not where the writer got the 
idea, but what he had done with it. 
A poet, a novelist, an essayist, a 
preacher can take a hint in a crude 
state and so transform it by the as­ 
sociations and characteristics of his 
own mind that he is justly entitled 
to claim it as his own. He cannot 
be called a plagiarist, at all events; 
for many of these so called thefts 
are unconscious reminiscences, un 
recognized as such, which are worked 
into the texture of a man’s own 
thoughts and made instinct with his 
own personality. 
In novels and romances, again, we 
have numerous instances of the same 
free exchange; no one ought to call 
it by a harder name, unless he is 
able to discount the frequency of 
literary coincidences or possesses a 
higher originality than that to which 
most of us can attain. Such reflec­ 
tions, no doubt, were present in the 
minds of the Congregational union 
when they absolved Mr. Woods from 
the charges made against him. He 
was no plagiarist, because, while 
from Dr. Dykes valuable store he 
selected a few homiltic gems, he pre­ 
sented them to his congregation at 
Clapton sparkling in some original 
setting of his own.—London Tele­ 
graph.

R c m ln itc c iic N o f th « CIrena R in g by a 
S ep tu agen arian C low n. 
“ 1 was for seven years the head 
clown in Dan Rice's circus, and al­ 
though I am seventy-nine years old 
I can sit down and lay both of my 
heels on the back of my neck. ” 
Then the speaker, Abram Teits- 
worth, proceeded to make his boart 
good. He grasped his cowhide boot 
in one hand and slowly drew his foot 
up and over his head until the foot 
actually rested on the back of his 
neck. 
An officer, noticing the condition 
and the venerable appearance of the 
tall old man, whose hair is white as 
snow and whose long white beard 
makes him look like a patriarch, con­ 
cluded to take him down to the p< h 
lice station for safe keeping during 
the night. Here a reporter found 
the queer old character. 
“ I guess I’ve seeq bout as much of 
the wurld as thé average man ever 
sees in these days,” said the old gen­ 
tleman reflectively after he had 
showed the reporter his acrobatic 
abilities. 
“ I was stolen from mv 
home l>y Dan Riee’s circus men and 
staid with him seven yearn, and many 
a time have I nm down the spring­ 
board. taken a leap into the air and 
turned three or four somersaults 
over a dozen horses placed side by 
side, 
“ Yes, I was stolen from my home,” 
continued the battered lodger. “ One 
day I was playing by the roaslside at 
my father's house in Murstowu, N. 
J. Looking down the read I saw, to 
my surprise, a tremendous string of 
wagons and horses and animals. I 
was wrestling with some of my 
playmates, and being remarkably 
strong I could toes them about like 
puppets. 
Well, the circus fellows 
noticed it, and nna of them got down 
off the wagon, grabbed me and took 
me right along with them. 
During 
that summer I acted as chore boy to 
Dan Rice- 
I got acquainted with all 
his horses and in the coming winter 
thev 
me into training for the 
ring. 
“ I tell you, I could keep their 
clowns level when I went into the 
ring the following summer. Many 
times in my boyhood days I used to 
back our old mare up against a stone 
wall and practice jumping on and off 
her back. 
Wo clowns used to hunt 
for dear life for all the odd stone« 
and jdkes going, so wo could ‘guy’ 
the boys and girls who always at­ 
tended the circus. 
It almost broke 
me up trying to keep my stock of 
jokes and stories ready to use on the 
spur of the moment, 'twas so hard to 
recollect them all. 
“ For three years I rode in the ring 
Dan Rice's famous horse, ‘Philadel­ 
phia Flag.’ It was the prettiest horse 
I ever saw, and so strong and ugly 
no one could handle him but myself. 
But I've ridden that horse in the ring 
and run him and licked him so hard 
he’d actually squeal. 
I rode that 
horse three successive years. 
I en­ 
joyed circus life immensely. When 
I was not performing I used to get 
out a fine horse and go tearing around 
town to create some excitement. I 
guess ’tis a good deal the saine streak 
to raise a muss that the cowboy gets 
into. I used to ride along at break­ 
neck speed, standing on my head on 
the horse, then standing up on his 
bare back or letting him go slower 
and turn somersaults right up in the 
air, and come down and light on his 
back amid the yells of the delighted 
villagers. 
“ Dan Rice was one of the most 
liberal men that ever was. 
When­ 
ever I wanted money I could go to 
Dan and say, ‘I want thirty or forty 
dollars, ’ and with a voice like a trum­ 
pet old Dan would say, ‘You can 
have it, sir-r-r.’ You could hear him 
all over the circus tent. 
I earned 
#100 a month, and at the end of the 
month just as sure as I lived I’d be 
in debt. 
“ We didn’t have railroads and pal­ 
ace cars in those days. We just had 
to travel by night over muddy roads 
from town to town. Travel all night 
in the mud and rain, exhibit in the 
afternoon and evening.’’—Chicago 
News.

THE QUESTION OF PLAGIARISM. 


B o 
G em * o f T h o u g h t, I t A p p ears, M ay 
S tolen lf P u t In N ew S ettin g*. 
No one lias ever been able to de­ 
fine what plagiarism is, and there­ 
fore it is unlikely that there should 
be any general agreement as to what 
makes a man liable to such a charge. 
The question is perpetually recurring 
in other fields of literature as well as 
in homiletics, and no one has laid 
down any scientific principle of suffi 
dent clearness to decide all disputes, 
It cannot be tliat a men who is in­ 
debted to another for an idea is 
guilty of theft if he adapts it for his 
own purposes; for, ii' such un appro­ 
priation be fraud, nearly all modern 
writers have committed unp&rdon- 
able sins against the ancients. 
They may not have known every­ 
thing “down in Judee.” but the range 
of literary and speculative ideas was 
remarkably extensive in Greece, and 
if we are going to judge those of our 
writers—to confine ourselves only to 
our own nationality—who have owed 
inspiration to Athens, we shall have 
to condemn a good many illustrious 
names. Chaucer, Spenser, Shake­ 
speare, Milton, Dryden, Pope—whose 
withers will Ire un wrung? A short 
time ago a critic took occasion to 
draw up a list of instances in which 
the poet 
laureate had adopted 
thoughts and expressions from his 
predecessors. It was wholly a work 
of supererogation, for Lorn Tenny­ 
son would 1x3 the first to admit the 
debt which he, in common with 
other poets, owes to Homer and Vir­ 
gil. Classical phrases are taken 
wholesale, as every student knows, 
witness such lines as “This way and 
that dividing the swift mind,” and 
“She could not draw the quiet night 
into her blood*’—the last a capital in­ 
stance, for it assimilates and im­ 
proves upon the original. 
It is not freshness of thought 
alone, but also freshness of treat­ 
ment, which gives an author the 
right to call his work original If 
we take the supreme instance of 
Shakespeare we see at once that the 
real question in many cases of this 
kind is not where the writer got the 
idea, but what he had done with it. 
A poet, a novelist, an essayist, a 
preacher can take a hint in a crude 
state and so transform it by the as­ 
sociations and characteristics of his 
own mind that he is justly entitled 
to claim it as his own. He cannot 
be called a plagiarist, at all events; 
for many of these so called thefts 
are unconscious reminiscences, un­ 
recognized as such, which are worked 
into the texture of a man’s own 
thoughts and made instinct with his 
own personality. 
In novels and romances, again, we 
have numerous instances of the same 
free exchange; no one ought to call 
it by a harder name, unless he is 
able to discount the frequency of 
literary coincidences or jrossesses a 
higher originality than that to which 
most of us can attain. Such reflec­ 
tions, no doubt, were present in the 
minds of the Congregational union 
when they absolved Mr. Woods from 
the charges made against him. He 
was no plagiarist, because, while 
from Dr. Dyke s valuable store he 
selected a few homiltic gems, he pre­ 
sented them to his congregation at 
Clapton sparkling in some original 
setting of his own.—London Tele­ 
graph.

Reminiscence* of tho Circus Blaff by rn 
Septuagenarian Clown. 
“I was for seven years the head 
clown in Dan Rice’s circus, and a1 
though I am seventy-nine years old 
I can sit down and lay both of my 
heels on the back of my neck.” 
Then the speaker, Abram Teits- 
worth, proceeded to make his boaxt 
good. He grasped his cowhide boot 
in one hand and slowly drew his foot 
up and over his head until the foot 
actually rested on the back of his 
neck. 
An officer, noticing the condition 
and the venerable appearance of the 
tall old man, whose hair is white as 
snow and whose long white beard 
makes him look like a patriarch, con­ 
cluded to take him down to the po­ 
lice station for safe keeping during 
the night Here a reporter found 
the queer old character. 
“I guess I’ve seeq ’bout as much of 
the world as the average man ever 
sees in these days,” said the old gen­ 
tleman reflectively after he had 
showed the reporter his acrobatic 
abilities. 
“I was stolen from my 
home try Dan Rice's circus men ana 
staid with him seven years, and many 
a time have I run down the spring­ 
board. taken a leap into the air and 
turned three or four somersaults 
over a dozen horses placed side by 
side. 
“Yes, I was stolen from my home,” 
continued the battered lodger. “One 
day I was playing by the roadside at 
my father's house in Mars! own, N. 
J. Looking down the road I saw, to 
my surprise, a tremendous string of 
wagons and horses and animals. I 
was wrestling with some of my 
playmates, and being remarkably 
strong I could toss them about like 
puppets. Well, the circus fellows 
noticed it, and cam of them got down 
off the wagon, grabbed me and took 
me right along with them. During 
that summer I acted as choirboy to 
Dan Rice. I get acquainted with all 
his horses and in the coming winter 
they nr.* me into training for the 
rin& 
“I tell you, I could keep their 
clowTna level when I went into the 
ring the following summer. Many 
times in my boyhood days I used to 
back our old mare up against a stone 
wall and practice jumping on and off 
her back. We clo wns used to hunt 
for dear life for all the odd stories 
and jdkes going, so we could ‘guy’ 
the boys and girls who always at­ 
tended the circus. It almost broke 
me up trying to keep my stock of 
jokes and stories ready to use on the 
spur of the moment, ’twas so hard to 
recollect them all. 
“For three years I rode in the ring 
Dan Rices famous horse, ‘Philadel­ 
phia Flag.’ It was the prettiest horse 
I ever saw, and so strong and ugly 
no one could handle him but myself. 
But I" ve ridden that horse in the ring 
and run him and licked him so hard 
be d actually squeal. I rode that 
horse three successive years. I en­ 
joyed circus life immensely. "When 
I was not performing I used to get 
out a fine horse and go tearing around 
town to create some excitement. I 
guess ’tis a good deal the same streak 
to raise a muss that the cowboy gets 
into. I used to ride along at break­ 
neck speed, standing on my head on 
the horse, then standing up on his 
bare back or letting him go slower 
and turn somersaults right up in the 
air, and come down and light on his 
back amid the yells of the delighted 
villagers. 
“Dan Rice was one of the most 
liberal men that ever was. When­ 
ever I wanted money I could go to 
Dan and say, ‘I want thirty or forty 
dollars,’ and with a voice like a trum­ 
pet old Dan would say, ‘You can 
have it, sir-r-r.’ You could hear him 
all over the circus tent. I earned 
HOO a month, and at the end of the 
month just as sure as I lived I’d be 
in debt. 
“We didn’t have railroads and pal­ 
ace cars in those days. We just had 
to travel by night over muddy roads 
from town to town. Travel all night 
in the mud and rain, exhibit in the 
afternoon and evening.”—Chicago 
News.

P e9til July 20.—A band of i.ineteen reap­ 
ers—men and women—-employed at Bebar, 
Hungary, struck to-day for an increase in 
their wages. 
W hen their dem ands were 
relused they seized a wagon loaded with 
corn, declaring that would be a fair share 
of the profits. 
The farm er who had hired 
the reapers and wito saw he could do noth­ 
ing to prevent their taking anything they 
pleased, sum m oned the gendarm es to re­ 
store order and give him his property. 
The gendarm es were soon at the scene o 
the disturbance, but their presence ut first 
did not frighten the strikers, who were be­ 
com ing more riotous in their dem onstra­ 
tions. 
They threatened to burn the larm- 
er’s housewand lay waste his field if he did 
not c m ply with their dem and.

of

snakes (natrix to rq u ata) in Convent 
Garden m arket in London. 
Bringing 
them to Ireland he turned them o u t 
in 
his garden st Itathgael, in the 
county of Down, and in a week after­ 
ward one of them was 
killed 
a t 
Milecross, about three miles distant. 
The persons into whose hands this 
strange 
m onster fell had not tho 
slightest 
suspicion th a t it was a 
snake, but considering it a curious 
kind of eel, they took it ,to Dr. J. L. 
Drummond, 
a 
celebrated 
Irish 
naturalist, who a t ohce pronounced 
tlie animal to be a reptile and n o t a 
fish. The idea of a “ralelivingsarpint” 
having been 
killed within a short 
distance of the very burial place of 
St. 
Patrick caused an extraordinary

sensation of alarm am ongthecountry 
people. 
The m ost absurd rum ors 
were freely circulated ami credited. 
One far-seeing clergyman preached a 
sermon, in which he cited this 1111-

millennium, while another saw in it a 
type 
of the approach 
of cholera 
morbus. 
Old prophecies were raked up, and 
all parties an d sects for once united in 
believing th a t th e snakeforeshadowed 
“The beginning of the end,” though 
they were widely differed as to what 
th a t 
end 
would be. 
Some 
more 
practical-minded 
persons, however, 
subscribed 
a considerable sum of 
money, which they offered iii rewards 
for the destruction of any other snake 
th a t might be found in the district, 
and three more of the snakes were 
no t long 
afterward 
killed within 
a few miles of the garden where they 
were liberated. The remaining two 
snakes were never clearly accounted 
for. The writer, who resided in th at 
part of the country a t the time, well 
remembers the wild rum ors among 
the more illiterate classes on the a p ­ 
pearance of those snakes, and the 
bitter feeling of angry indignation ex­ 
pressed by educated persons against 
the—very fortunately then unknown 
— person who had 
dared to bring 
them to Ireland.

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The Duluth Convention Nominates 
the St. Cloud Candidate on 
the First Ballot. 
The republican congressional con­ 
vention for the sixth district which 
met in Duluth on Tuesday nominated 
Judge D. B. Searle, of St. Cloud, on 
the first ballot, the vote standing 142 
to 74 for H. C. Kendall. 
Wm. E. Lee, of Todd county, was 
elected chairman and O. L. Cutter, of 
Anoka, and A. G. Bernard, of Grand 
Rapids, secretaries. 
In four counties 
there were contesting delegations and 
the committee on credentials decided 
in favor of the Kendall delegations 
from Cass and Beltrami counties and 
the Searle delegations from Mille 
Lacs and Aitkin. 
The convention was a most spirited 
one from beginning to end, although 
from the first it was clearly proven 
that the Searle forces were largely in 
the lead, and their succcess only a 
matter of time. 
While many republicans in this part 
of the district desired to see Mr. Ken­ 
dall receive the nomination and were 
zealous in their work for him, the 
fight will not enter into the election. 
Many reports were sent to the daily 
papers of St. Paul and Minneapolis 
accrediting certain assertions to Crow 
Wing and St. Louis county men which 
wore never uttered, and to show how 
they feel at Duluth tbe following tele­ 
gram from that place i© the Pioneer 
Press is published: 
The utmost harmony now prevails 
among the republican leaders here. 
To-night Hon. C. Kendall, C. A. 
Towne, G. G. Hartley, G. D. Kanney, 
Joseph Sell wood and other leaders 
visited Judge Searle and pledged 
their hearty support to him in the cam­ 
paign. They were anxious to overcome 
any seeming doubt whioh might re­ 
main regarding their stand at tne con­ 
vention and the earnestness 71l!h which 
they worked for a St. Louis oounty 
candidate for congress. 
At present 
it would seem that no candidate 
could take up the fight with better 
prospects of success next November 
against any man whom the democrats 
can put in the field. 
Crow Wing county republicans will 
be found in lino and will give the 
nominee their hearty support and de­ 
spite the predictions, from democratic 
sources, Judge Searle will be elected 
to congress from this district in No­ 
vember.

No one lias ever tteen able to de­ 
fine what plagiarism is, and there­ 
fore it is unlikely that there should 
beany general agreement as to what 
makes a man liable to such a charge. 
The question is perpetually recurring 
in other fields of literature as well as 
in homiletics, and no one has laid 
down any scientific principle of suffi 
cient clearness to decide all disputes. 
It cannot lie tliat a man who is in 
debted to another for an idea is 
guilty of theft if lie adapts it for his 
own purposes; for, if such an appro­ 
priation be fraud, nearly all modern 
writers have committed unpardon.- 
able sins against the ancients. 
They may not have known every­ 
thing “down in Judce.” but the range 
of literary and speculative ideas was 
remarkably extensive in Greece, and 
if we are going to judge those of our 
writers—to confine ourselves only to 
our own nationality—who have owed 
inspiration to Athens, we shall have 
to condemn a good many illustrious 
names. Chaucer, Spenser, Shake­ 
speare, Milton, Dryden, Pope—whose 
withers will be unwrung ? A short 
time ago a critic took occasion to 
draw up a list of instances in which 
the poet 
laureate had 
adopted 
thoughts and expressions from his 
predecessors. It was wholly a work 
of supererogation, for Lord Tenny­ 
son would be tho first to admit the 
debt w*hich he, in common with 
other poets, owes to Homer and Vir­ 
gil. Classical phrases are taken 
wholesale, as every student knows, 
witness such lines as “This way and 
that dividing the swift mind,” and 
“She could not draw the quiet night 
into her blood”—the last a capital in­ 
stance, for it assimilates and im­ 
proves upon the original. 
It is not freshness of thought 
alone, but also freshness of treat­ 
ment, which gives an author the 
right to call his work original. If 
we take the supremo instance of 
Shakespeare we see at once that the 
real question in many cases of this 
kind is not where tho writer got the 
idea, but what he had done with it. 
A poet, a novelist, an essayist, a 
preacher can take a hint in a crude 
state and so transform it by the as­ 
sociations and characteristics of his 
own mind that he is justly entitled 
to claim it as his own. He cannot 
be called a plagiarist, at all events; 
for many of these so called thefts 
are unconscious reminiscences, un 
recognized as such, which are worked 
into the texture of a man's own 
thoughts and made instinct with his 
own personality. 
In novels and romances, again, we 
have numerous instances of the same 
free exchange; no one ought to call 
it by a harder name, unless he is 
able to discount the frequency of 
literary coincidences or possesses a 
higher originality than that to which 
most of us can attain. Such reflec­ 
tions, no doubt, were present in the 
minds of the Congregational union 
when they absolved Mr. Woods from 
the charges made against him. He 
was no plagiarist, because, while 
from Dr. Dyke's valuable store he 
selected a few homiltic gems, he pre­ 
sented them to his congregation at 
Clapton sparkling in some original 
setting of his own.—London Tele­ 
graph. 


A S to ry A b o u t E x -G o v e rn o r C u r tin . 
Ex-Governor Curtin stopped off 
here on his way to Philadelphia. 
“While governor,” he said, “a friend 
of mine called to see me, and in the 
course of conversation asked me 
whether I could tell him where to 
get a good horse, as he wanted to 
buy one, but wanted a first class ani­ 
mal.

“I was for seven years the head 
clown in Dan Rice’s circus, and al­ 
though I am seventy-nine years old 
I can sit down and lay both of my 
heels on the back of my neck.” 
Then the speaker, Abram Teits- 
worth, proceeded to make his boast 
good. He grasped his cowhide boot 
in one hand and slowly drew his foot 
up and over his head until the foot 
actually rested on the back of his 
neck. 
An officer, noticing the condition 
and the venerable appearance of the 
tall old man, whose hair is white as 
snow and whose long white beard 
makes him look like a patriarch, con­ 
cluded to take him down to the po­ 
lice station for safe keeping during 
tho night. Here a reporter found 
the queer old character. 
“I guess I’ve seen ’bout as much of 
the world as the average man ever 
sees in these days,” said the old gen­ 
tleman reflectively after he had 
showed the reporter his acrobatic 
abilities. 
“I was stolen from mv 
home by Dan Rice's circus men and 
staid with him sevt-ji yearn, and many 
a time have I run down the spring­ 
board, taken a leap into the air and 
turned three or four somersaults 
over a dozen horses placed side by 
side. 
“Yes, I was stolen from my home,” 
continued the battered lodger. “One 
day I was playing by the roadside at 
my father's house in Mci-stown, N. 
J. 
Looking down the read I saw, to 
my surprise, a tremendous string of 
wagons and horses and animals. I 
was wrestling with some of my 
playmates, and being remarkably 
strong 1 could toss them about like 
puppets. Well, the circus fellows 
noticed it, and one of them got down 
off the wagon, grabbed me and took 
me right along with them. During 
that summer I acted as choreboy to 
Dan Rice 
I got acquainted with all 
his horses and in the coming winter 
thev nr.F me into training for the 
ring. 
“I tell you, I could keep their 
clowns level when I went into the 
ring the following summer. Many 
times in my boyhood days I used to 
back our old mare up against a stone 
wall and practice jumping on and off 
her back. We clowns used to hunt 
for dear life for all tho odd stories 
and jdkes going, so we amid ‘guy’ 
the boys and girls who always at­ 
tended the circus. It almost broke 
me up trying to keep my stock of 
jokes and stories ready to use on the 
spur of the moment, ’twas so hard to 
recollect them all. 
“For three years I rode in the ring 
Dan Rice’s famous horse, ‘Philadel­ 
phia Flag.’ It was the prettiest horse 
I ever saw, and so strong and ugly 
no one could handle him but myself. 
But i've ridden that horse in the ring 
and run him and licked him so hard 
he'd actually squeal. 
I rode that 
horse three successive years. I en­ 
joyed circus life immensely. When 
I was not performing I used to get 
out a fine horse and go tearing around 
town to create some excitement, 
guess ’tis a gocM deal the same streak 
to raise a muss that the cowboy gets 
into. I used to ride along at break 
neck speed, standing on my head on 
the horse, then standing up on his 
bare back or letting him go slower 
and turn somersaults right up in the 
air, and come down and light on his 
back amid the yells of the delighted 
villagers. 
“Dan Rice was one of the most 
liberal men that ever was. When­ 
ever I wanted inoney I could go to 
Dan and say, ‘I want thirty or forty 
dollars,’ and with a voice like a trum­ 
pet old Dan would say, ‘You can 
have it, sir-r-r.’ You could hear him 
all over the circus tent. I earned 
$100 a month, and at the end of the 
month just as sure as I lived I’d be 
in debt, 
“We didn’t have railroads and pal­ 
ace cars in those days. We just had 
to travel by night over muddy roads 
from town to town. Travel all night 
in tho mud and rain, exhibit in the 
afternoon and evening.”—Chicago 
News.

Great Western Railway Company in 
England to the narrow gauge now 
adopted universally in th at country. 
The conversion had to beefleeted with 
the utm ost dispatch, and the length 
of line to be transformed was over 
two hundred miles. 
Five thousand 
men were employed, who worked two 
successive days of seventeen hours 
each, with only short intervals for 
meals. 
Throughout this exceptional 
strain nothing « ut oatm eal water was 
imbibed by the laborers, a u d its re­ 
freshing, thirst quenching and sustain­ 
ing power was unreservedly admitted.
